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Although claims 12-25 are directed to a method of treatment of the 
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effects of the compound/composition.

6. claims: 1-23 (partially) 

use of an immune modulator composition comprising a whole 
cell bacterium from the genus Nocardioides for the treatment 
or prevention of autoinmune diseases or disorders 
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Although claims 12-25 are directed to a method of treatment of the 
human/animal body, the search has been carried out and based on the 
alleged effects of the compound/composition. 
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Claims 24-25 do not have additional technical features and therefore, 
these claims were not searched
